Mate enquire of al faiſities, deccits and abuſes in the Trades of Millers, Bakers , Bzewers, Uintners, Inne⸗keepers, Ale-houſe* 
lets, Wercers , Lozne-maſtcrs, Colliers, and generally of all other Artificers, Tradel⸗men, and other perſons whatſoeuer hauing oz 
and Peaſures , alwell ta pꝛeuent deceits and fraudes as topunilb the ſame, 
tolearch and enquite whether all victuals and other things put toſale by them foz the ſuſtenance oz vſe of Mans body, And all pzouſs 
Montes, 02 thete Cattle be voholeſome and of goodqualitie , And whether their Manufactures be well and wozke-man-like made and 
JE whether they ſell at, and foꝛ rea ſonable and moderate gaiues and not at vnreaſonable and exceſſiue pzices, ;
